across the northern plains and 
into the Midwest today, blocking 
highways, stranding hundreds of 
children overnight in schools and 
bringing the rush of holiday traf­ 
fic to a standstill. 
The heavy storm blanketed most 
of Iowa, Missouri, Illinois and 
Kansas. Blizzard conditions pre­ 
vailed in North Dakota. Weather 
bureau officials in Kansas City 
said it was the heaviest Decem­ 
ber snow fall in that city since 
1952. 
The chicago Weather Bureau 
said the storm was moving swift­ 
ly eastward but was expected to 
lose its punch as it swept toward 
the Atlantic coast. 
The storm came almost as a 
complete surprise Friday. In the 
first three hours some five inches 
of snow had fallen in Kansas City. 
Hundreds of school children were 
stranded in their schools in Iowa 
and Missouri—including 104 from 
kindergarten through high school 
age in the small town of Perei- 
val.

stopped highway travel in some 
places. The storm moved into 
Minnesota where roads were de­ 
scribed as “open but continuous­ 
ly slippery.” 
Icy arctic air followed the storm 
into North Dakota. The temper­ 
ature fell to nine below zero at 
Minot and Bismarck early today, 
and readings near zero were re­ 
ported at other check points in 
the Great Plains.

Holiday Cruise For 500 Delayed 
Mexican Liner Denied Safety 
Clearance By U,S. Coast Guard 


NEW YORK (UPL - “They’d 
better not ever again use the 
phrase ‘alliance for progress’ in 
Mexico,” bellowed the angry ship 
owner. And his wrath was more 
than matched by 500 would-be 
tourists w'hose plans for a holiday 
cruise have been scuttled by mari­ 
time red tape. 
The harsh words were uttered 
late last night by Leslie Winkler, 
one of the owners of Mexico’s fast 
passenger 
ship, 
the 
Acapulco, 
which was scheduled to leave on 
its maiden cruise under the Mexi­ 
can flag yesterday noon. 
Twelve hours later the vessel 
still was anchored in New' York 
harbor and the passengers, who 
boarded the ship in a spirit of 
Christmas merriment, now were 
confused and resentful as they re- 
tired to their cabins for the night. 
Rut their anger was mild com­ 


pared to the wounded feelings of 
Mexican officials who accused the 
U S. Coast Guard of “splitting 
I* hairs” by the refusal to let the 
cruse ship leave port. 
There lingered the possibility 
that the legal snarls would be 
cleared up sometime today, thus 
permitting the ship to go ahead 
with its 17-day cruise through the 
sunny Caribbean, 
"I think they’ll let us leave to­ 
morrow,” said Winkler Friday 
night. “ But what’s the use. They 
can’t repair the damage to our 
reputation. And Mexico won’t be 
appeased that easily.” 
The trouble began Friday when 
the Coast Guard informed the Aca. 
pulco she could not leave because 
of a failure to meet U.S. safety 
standards, the most stringent in 
the world. 
Many foreign vessels avoid U.S. 
safety clearance tests by signing 


an international treaty on mari­ 
time safety which is recognized 
as valid by the United States. 
A spokesman for Natumex Line, 
which recently bought the Nassa 
said the international treaty has 
been signed by Mexico, but be­ 
cause it has not yet been ratified 
by the Mexican Congress, it is 
not yet official, 
The 
Coast 
Guard, 
following 
hours 
of 
negotiations 
between 
American and Mexican officials, 
announced late Friday it could not 
recognize Mexico’s membership in 
the treaty until it was ratified. 
Winkler said last night that high 
officials in the Mexican govern­ 
ment, whose names he did not 
disclose, were working on the 
case and informed both the U.S. 
State and Treasury departments 
that they “assume full responsi­ 
bility” for the ship’s safety and 
the signing of the treaty.

Train Plunge 


Kills 43 


CATANZARO, It&y (UPI)-T h e 
last car of a three-car diesel 
train carrying Christmas travel­ 
lers went off the rails today and 
plunged into a narrow ravine, 
killing at least 43 persons. 


Officials said 21 persons were 
injured, many of them seriously. 
There were 
about 80 persons 
aboard the train. 


Ciro Miceli, 35-year-old engineer 
of the train told authorities that 
the last car jumped the track 
and broke away from the train 
on a 100-foot bridge over the 
Fiumarella River, a torrent run­ 
ning through a gorge in one of 
the widest sections of southern 
Italy. 
The coach teetered on the brink 
and then fdj into the gorge, which 
was an estimated IOO to 130 feet 
deep. 
The scene of the wreck, less 
than 
a 
mile from Catanzaro. 
could be reached only by rail. 
There are no roads in the area. 
Doctors, police, firemen, sol­ 
diers and other rescue workers 
rushed to the mountain bridge in 
special trains. 
Rescuers had to be lowered by 
ropes in driving rain to reach 
the smashed coach. The injured— 
and the dead—were brought up 
on stretchers attached to ropes. 
Many of the passengers were 
Christmas travelers visiting rela­ 
tives. Others were on their way 
to the weekly Catanzaro market. 
Some peasants carried Christ­ 
mas chickens, goats and typical 
products of the Calabrian country­ 
side. 
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
